It is also important in releasing the proposal it is made clear that the paper is 
available on a good faith basis and criticism of any kind will be welcomed as a genuine 
contribution to further public debate. Co-operators and co-operatives need to co- 
operate and recognise that there are legitimate differences and there is a need to 
work through these differences and not implicitly or explicitly denigrate or by-pass 
those who have different views.
